BlGflNCOME TAX PAYMENTS 


By the publication' of income tax 
returns in the United JStates we find 
that John D. Rockefellow, Jr., paiij 
about seven and a half million dollar! 
income taxes. Henry Ford’s personal 
tax was only about two and a half 
million, though the Ford family sent 
to Washington $19,000,000 out of what 
they got from flivver owners. In com¬ 
parison with these amounts the $124,- 
266 paid by John D. Rockefellow, Sr., 
makes the former oil king appear as 
though he had deterrmined to die 
poor. The yeast king paid nearly a 
million, and the chewing -gum king 
more than a million, while the finan¬ 
cial king, J. P. Morgan, made only 
enough to pay $98,643 in taxes. Doug¬ 
las Fairbanks had to pay $225,760, 
while Mary Pickford was assessed for 
$2,444, which would indicate that 
Douglas is a keen business man, or 
else Mary feels that she. does not need 
to work. Jack Dempsey’s taxes were 
$90,831, thus placing him in the list 
of prosperous business men. Presi¬ 
dent Coolidge paid $6,643 on his $70,- 
000 salary, and his secretary of state, 
Mr. Hughes, signed a cheque for $3,- 
198 taxes, both very modest amounts 
in comparison with many others. 


It is said the Jack Dempsey paid 
$90,000 income tax last year and J.P. 
Morgan, th'e magnate, $98,000. For¬ 
tunately the country collected Demp¬ 
sey’s tax at the gate.

The profits on Canadian investments 
on Dominion bonds is estimated at 
$100,000,000 if holders were to dis¬ 
cuss of them at the present time and 
this in addition to the gilt-edge secur¬ 
ity that have offered. All of the 
twelve government issues and re-is- 
siies have increased in value. 


From now on any pupil of the Mil- 
ton Public School caught smoking ci¬ 
garettes on his way to or from school 
will be handed over to Chief Constable 
Chapman who will ascertain from the 
pupil the source of hik suply of fags. 
The chief will then prosecute the man 
who sold the cigarettes to the minor. 
—Orillia Packet.

Canada is in the best posi¬ 
tion of any country in the world to¬ 
day having overcome 75 per cent, of 
the difficulties of the adjustment per¬ 
iod.

In the years 
to come we will ship not only more

our softer grades of wheat. They will 
not be growing enough wheat in the 
republic to meet the demands of home 
consumption. With that market to 
look to so close by there will be. no 
^ danger of over-production in the Can¬ 
adian west. And it is coming, just as 
surely as night follows day. Year by 
year the demand for our product is 
growing across the line, and it will 
continue to grow. 


THE RADIO INDUSTRY 


The radio set is fast coming to re¬ 
cognition as the real “Heart of the 
Home”, for there is a fascination quite 
unique in “picking from the air” en¬ 
tertainment, education and other ele¬ 
ments that enter into human enjoy¬ 
ment. In this district where farmers 
and ranchers are located far from 
neighbors and towns, the winter 
months prove very *tnonotonous unless 
a radio has been installed. The past 
two weeks farmers residing miles 
away from telephone and telegraph 
communication were in the unique po- 
stiion if they Had radios installed, of 
hearing first hand, the result of the 
British elections and on Tuesday night 
before retiring to rest they received 
the result of the vote in the United 
States when the Republican party 
swept the country. It is true that the 
first cost of a radio set is practically 
the only cost and every night every¬ 
where there are concerts, lectures, 
speeches and programs in endless va¬ 
riety in the range of radio. There is 
an appeal to the imagination, a thrill 
of mastery which gives every radio 
owner, whether on a lonely farm or 
in crowded city flat, as he turns at 
will from one program to another L ‘an- 
nihilating space and defying the ele¬ 
ments, a sensation of kinship with the 
gods.

IRRIGATION FARMERS 


The Canadian Pacific Railway has 
made concessions to the settlers on 
farmers in the Eastern Irrigation 
block which appears to be very gen¬ 
erous, says the Bassano Mail. Three 
years interest and three years water 
tax have been deducted from th»*bal- 
ances due the company on land con¬ 
tracts, and the price of non-irrigable 
land has been reduced by $15 an acre. 
Added to this, the company is giving 
the settler 34 years within which to 
pay for his land. These are the salient 
features of new contracts which are 
being drawn up with the settlers. It 
must be admitted by the settlers that 
new terms and conditions are very 
reasonable. Settlers will be much en¬ 
couraged by the new terms, especially 
those who have honestly striven to 
make a success of farming. The time 
is surely approaching when better 
markets will be available for the pro¬ 
ducts of irrigated farms and better 
times for the irrigationist will be ex¬ 
perienced.

across the Niagara river. One half 
is lighted by an American corporation, 
the other by Ontario’s public system. 
Both draw their power from the falls 
below, supply the same number of 
lights and the same kind of service, 
but in 1921, the year for which I 
have figures, the American corpora¬ 
tion charged for lighting the bridge 
$43 a month, .while Ontario public 
system charged only $8.43. Think of 
it I Fives times as much for the same 
service!"

The compilers of these 
figures draw attention to tire fact that 
in 98.9 per cent of the cases where 
motor cars have killed poople the driv¬ 
ers, were obviously unfitted by tem¬ 
perament, mentality or physical disa¬ 
bility to drive a car. Most of them 
wore not even fit to coast down hill 
on a kiddie-car, says the Vancouver 
Sun. The obvious moral is to submit 
call drivers to a test before granting 
them a license. 


ELECTING A PRESIDENT 


The mode of electing a President of 
the United States is as follows: Each 
state chooses by popular vote “Elect* 
ors” equal' in number to the Senators 
and Representatives sent by that state 
to Congress. (Congress consists of 
the Senate, whose members are chos¬ 
en for six years by the State Legisla¬ 
tives, two being sent from each; and 
the House of Representatives whose 
members are elected every second, 
year by populary vote). The “Elect¬ 
ors” meet at their respective state 
capitols on an appointed day—the 
same throughout the United States— 
and there vote for the President by 
ballot. The ballots are then sent to 
Washington where the President of 
the Senate, in the presence of Con¬ 
gress, counts th§m. The candidate 
who has received a majority of the 
whole number of electoral votes is de¬ 
clared elected. If no one has a ma¬ 
jority of the whole then from the three 
highest on the list the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives elects a President.

We, 
too, long for your ideal to be more 
fully nealized: but you’ve got a brain 
and ideas as well as the rest of us— 
why park your problem on the rest of 
us? Why slide out? If you’ve got a 
solution, many of us will embrace it; 
if you haven’t, why run away ? You 
are the clujrch with the rest of us, its 
problem is ours—yours. Then again, 
you’re looking for a Utopian church 
to help you, why should we help you? 
Why don’t you help us? The church 
is made up of ordinary people; by 
what right do yo'u expect to be the 
beneficiary of the efforts of all the rest 
of us? The church, like the govern¬ 
ment, is not abstract, mysterious body 
of supor-I>eings: it is what wo make 
it. If the church isn’t ideal, what 
earthly reason is that for running 
away and saying. “I haven’t found my 
ideal?” But vour ideal into the peed: 
failing this, why export us to' do so 
while you hide?

AN AEROPLANE TRIP 


Fleeting Impressions of a local Banker 
As he glides Through Space in 
* Aeroplane doing Forest Patrol 


(From High River Times) 

I have stood and gazed at the air¬ 
planes slipping over the house and 
said to my wife “There’s the ideal way 
to travel; no roads to worry about,” 
But is it? I have watched them come 
in from their patrol and seen the 
heads of the pilot and observer over 
the sides giving the town the once 
over and then watcheu them sail over 
tiie dromes, gracefully turn and glide 
to earth and have envied those who 
were in them. It looked so simple, so 
smooth, so easy, and above all so com¬ 
fortable a way to see things. Of 
course I realized that one of them 
made too sharp a turn and , slipped 
sideways to earth with horrifying re¬ 
sults and that one got tangled up in 
a cloud mass on a beastly day, and j 
bumped into a mountain and came out 
second best. Momentum vs. mass. 
Mass won. But those things did not 
count. They were only details that 
rather made the thing a sporty pro¬ 
position. 

They picked out a nice, quiet day 
and said, “Do you want to go up?” 
Just then was When I thought of the 
side slip and I replied, with all the 
nonchalance I copld muster, “Assured¬ 
ly,” munching a-nice piece of bacon. 

I finished my breakfast and made 
tracks for the drome. Take my advice 
if you are going up at 9 a.m., and eat 
your breakfast at 6 p.m. the day be¬ 
fore. Don’t monkey with the air force, 
so to speak. I did not have a calami 
ty but I’m here to say I might have 
had. If you must insist on breakfast 
take something that will taste alright 
coming back. 

“Sergeant, give this fellow the larg¬ 
est suit you have, cap, boots and 
gloves.” This ceremony being cinch¬ 
ed by a receipt we repaired to the pi¬ 
lot’s dressing room and after donning

I staggereif up a step 
ladder, took one foot in two hands and 
by dint of a stiff pull managed to get 
it aboard.

The safety belt was -strapped 
about me and I was all set with a 
phone ear piece over one ear and given 
instructions on bow to let out the aeri¬ 
al, set the rheostat and turn on the 
tubes. You see I had to do these?

1 began to wonder whether I would 
get a chance to see things. 

The pilot did something. My neck 
would not stretch Jong enough for me 
to see what. I tried it but it refused 
to work that way, the engine roared 
and the ground started to move under 
us, at first slowly and almost at once 
with too much suddenness for comfort. 
The grass was moving out from un¬ 
der at a terrific, speed. The plowed 
field in front appeared to be approach¬ 
ing too fast for comfort and I thought 
“Now then if those blooming wheels 
underneath get tangled up with it we 
will do a beautiful sommersault and I 
do not know whether the wife and kids 
can collect the insurance.” This year’s 
summerfallow slipped from under us 
and right there I lost all sense of 
speed and distance. We floated over 
the town which seemed to turn to one 
side under us and we were away on a 
regular patrol. The country travelled 
under us in patch work formation—- 
farms laid out in the greatest regula¬ 
rity. The Hig-hwood River, threading 
its way from the mountains. Tongue 
Creek, South and North Sheep Creek, 
and the Big Hill, showing up like a 
pimple on the face of the prairie, 
wertf all in view ’“How are you feel¬ 
ing?” came back into my right ear 
from the pilot. “We aie up at 10,000 
feet and stjll going.” “Fine,” I re¬ 
plied, “but if this acrobatic elevator 
on which we arc travelling will just 
stop sliding up and down, I may have 
a ch£ nee to bring home the bacon I 
do rot see any fish hereabouts, an 1 l’.i 
hut<■ ‘o spoil the scenery.” The con 
versation was cut short so far as I 
was concerned by our sliding into an 
air shoot. 1 slopped r.hort to clutch 
anything in sight a we took a 
straight drop of—well 1 would hate to 
say how many feet, and I was out on 
a quiet day. We wound up that drop 
with a bang, for all the world like tak¬ 
ing Tongue Creek bridge in a car at 
35 an hour, and I began to wonder 
whether all wires had been carefully 
inspected before we left. At ten thou¬ 
sand f eet, so far as I could make out 
houses^Tbolc hbout as. large as good 
sized ink wells, and a plane seems a 
very flimsy piece of construction 
indeed. 

“Here is Jumping Pond,” sounded 
in my ear. “Where?” I replied. And 
the moment I said it I was sorry I 
spoke, in a way. “Right over there,” 
said the pilot, pointing with his left 
hand, which I noticed was pushed 
back about six inches by the fierce 
gale. “’We’ll go down and have a 
look at it.” We were travelling on an 
even keel, and I was taking in the 
prairies away to the east when all at 
onie they seemed to stand on enTl 
right in front of me and on the other 
side the mountains went alhskew-gee. 
They just naturally were not in a 
straight line. Something had shoved 
them on an angle of 45 degrees. The 
pilot straightened out the old boat and 
back came the mountains into their 
natural position and I felt more at 
home, some two thousand feet lower. 
Sure enough there was the Jumping 
Pond station, but just how the Captain 
managed it, I cannot say. There is 
the Bow. I can see the gap into the 
mountains and here comes the Ghost 
with its two branches, and now the 
Red Deer and further on the Clear¬ 
water. The country for miles can be 
seen and always we were dft the look¬ 
out for fires. Yes, there is a line of 
smoke over there, but on investigation 
it proved to be the C.P.R. burning off 
Its right of way near Morley. And 
now everything is clear for thfi home¬ 
ward journey, so we swing east, drop 
down to 5000 feet where less air fills 
one’s lungs, and it is warmer, com¬ 
fortably so.

FRENCH FARM HOUSE 


The following description of a 
French farm home was taken from 
the Picton Gazette.

STONE OF SCONE 


While the Editors were in England, 
the famous Stone of Scone in the 
coronation chair at Westminister Ab¬ 
bey was attracting more than usual 
attention, owing to the bill introduc¬ 
ed into Parliament by David Kirk¬ 
wood, the pugnacious Glasgow Soc¬ 
ialist, for its return to Scotland. It 
is said that Kirkwdbd introduced his 
bill because be was asked to pay six¬ 
pence to see the stone in Westminster 
Abbey, says Mr. Hale, editor of the 
Orillia Packet. The hill provoked a 
warm debate in the House of Com¬ 
mons, and gave the Government an 
uncomfortable hour. Perhaps it was 
this that had stirred up the guides to 
rather acrimonious remarks. Thus 
guide in Wesminster Abbey remarked: 
“When you 'go to Scotland,’ they will 
tell you this stone was borrowed by 
the English fro nithc Scotch, and nev¬ 
er returned. But they won’t tell you 
that it was held as a guarantee for 
reparations that have never been 
paid.” Sure enough our Edinburgh 
guide apparently felt quite warmly on 
the subject, but made no reference to 
reparations. The stone itself is an 
oblong piece of dark red- firestone, 26 
inches long. It is as plain looking as 
the chair in which it is now embedded. 
But it is probably the most precious 
piece of stone in the world. Some 
time ago, the chairman of the Brit¬ 
ish Israel Federation asked to be al¬ 
lowed to take off a chip no larger than 
a pin-head in order to make chemical 
test to deceide wliethei the theory that 
the stone had come from Palestine 
had any basis. But the Dean of West¬ 
minister, to whom the application was 
made, replied that permission of both 
Houses of Parliament would be re¬ 
quired be fore even a crumb of the 
ston,e could be carried away.

The annual convention of the United 
Farmers of Alberta will be held Jan¬ 
uary 20 to 23 it is expected, in Cal¬ 
vary. 

Alberta will be represented at a 
dominion wide tax oonference at Ot¬ 
tawa the coming: week, by Hon. R. G. 
Reid, Provincial Treasurer. 

After 11 years of work, the engin¬ 
eers in charge of the establishment of 
the Albertu-British Columbia boun¬ 
dary line, have completed the last gap. 

The new 15 mile extension of the 
E.D. and B.C. west of Grande Prairie, 
has been completed and will be ready 
for shipment of grain and livestock 
shortly. 

More than fifty homesteads were 
t-aken up through the Dominion Land 
Office at Edmonton during the month 
of September, by new settlers coming 
into Alberta. 

Alberta beef cattle are in demand 
in Europe, as evidence the shipment 
of over 300 head which left the Ed¬ 
monton stock yards the past week for 
Antwerp, Belgium. 

Alberta now has more than 120 bee 
keepers according to lists which have 
been obtained by the Department of 
Agriculture. Compilation of statistics 
as to the amount of honey produced is 
now proceeding. 

Hon. J. E. Brownlee, Attorney Gen¬ 
eral of Alberta, conferred this week 
with the attorney generals of Manito¬ 
ba and Saskatchewan as to a joint pol¬ 
icy to be adopted in regard to the pro¬ 
test against the abrogation of the 
Crows Nest freight rates agreement. 

The Provincial Government Labor 
Bureaus in the province during Octo¬ 
ber placed 5,651 persons, there having 
been 6,286 applications filed, and 5,835 
vacancies registered. In addition to 
this 713 women were placed in posi¬ 
tions. 

’ Contract for the construction of fif¬ 
ty cottages which are to be occupied 
by the new parties of Hebrideans ar¬ 
riving in Central Alberta, has been 
awarded to the Pool Construction 
Company, of Edmonton. The contract 
has been awarded by the Edmonton re- 
presentttive of the Scottish Aid So¬ 
ciety. 

The fall show and sale of livestock 
will be held in Calgary the coming 
week, when the annual meeting of the 
various livestock associations of the 
South \yill be held also. These include 
the Alberta Horse Breeder’s Associa¬ 
tion; the Alberta Swine Breeder’s As¬ 
sociation ;the Alberta Hereford Breed¬ 
er’s, and the Alberta Sheep Breeders. 

Preparations are now going forward 
for the annual provincial seed fair 
which is to be he)d this year at Cal¬ 
gary. from January 20 to 23, and 
which is receiving the active support 
of the Calgary Board of Trade.. The 
seed fair is held under the auspices 
of-the Provincial Department of Agri¬ 
culture and the Seed Growers’ Associ¬ 
ation. 

Writing from England in reference 
to shipments of Alberta butter to that 
market the past season, one prominent 
broker states as follows: “We have 
had several good sized shipments from 
Alberta creameries over this route 
(The Panama) this year and are 
pleased to say that in every case we 
have had entire satisfaction with this 
butter. The product itself has been 
without question the finest that we 
-have received this year from Canada. 
The texture of your Alberta butter is, 
in their opinion (the blenders) far 
superior to that of any other province 
of Canada.” , 

An Alberta bred Percheron stallion 
vvill leave here on Tuesday for Pretor¬ 
ia South Africa, to become the prop¬ 
erty of the South African government, 
according to information given by 
Prof. W. L. Carlyle, manager of the 
Prince of Wales ranch. The young 
stallion was bred by George Lane, and 
is out of one of Mr. Lane’s stallions, 
Jankrass, which is also the sire of one 
of the Percheron mares which Prof. 
Carlyle will take to the Royal Winter 
fair at Toronto, as an entry from the 
Prince of Wales ranch . The purchase 
was made by Mr. Carlyle for the South 
African government and such a trans¬ 
action is being received with consider¬ 
able satisfaction by horse breeders of 
Alberta.

He and his party won against 
Prohibition, and many of the audience 
who came to the debate Prohibitionists 
were converted and left the hall “an¬ 
tis”. And the report says that Mac¬ 
Donald declared at the close that he 
himself is a Prohibitionist, but he 
took the side he did “for the sake of 
the debate". ** ■

His wife became sus¬ 
picious and opened it, finding a $2 bill 
on top of a bunch of newspaper clip¬ 
pings. 

“Six years ago to-day” says the 
Daily Mail of November 11th, “the 
Canadian troops irrcsistably fought 
their way through Mons. killing or 
rapturing the whole German garrison. 
Just after day-break they passed out 
of Mons, still advancing in a line with 
the British units to the north and 
south. They went forward with won¬ 
derful dash and resolution though 
knowing that the close of the war was 
at hand. At three minutes to 11 the 
firing which had been heavy all that 
morning suddenly fell as by general 
consent, but rose to one final, violent 
hurst before it stopped altogether. 
“The great war was over.” "For the 
last time in war, London heard the 
crash of alarm rockets that morning 
as Big Ben struck 11. This millions 
learned that the Germans had fulfilled 
the armistice terms.”

Cloudy and 
misty has been the rule until this 
week, Wednesday, when the sun broke 
through again and bright weather re¬ 
sulted which has indications of con¬ 
tinuing. On this Thursday morning, 
a chinook started and it has warmed 
up a little. Threshing has not again 
been renewed but hopes are entertain¬ 
ed that it will yet be finished before 
the winter sets in. About one week 
would be necessary to see this accom¬ 
plished. The elevators are busy re¬ 
ceiving and delivering grains and cars 
are plentful. The price of grains con¬ 
tinues to advance and went up fast af¬ 
ter the results of the elections. They 
are ^quoted here to-day as follows: 
Wheat $1.41, Oats 46, Barley 67 and 
Rye 1.07. The grading question seems 
to be the bug-bear of the farmers and 
many reports of dissatisfaction are 
related to this office. Nearly all seem 
to refer to Calgary shipments with 
the result that much of the grains are 
now shipped direct to the eastern mar¬ 
kets for grading where much better 
reports are recived. Vancouver is 
loosing out in this as there is no gov¬ 
ernment service station there. Many 
concrete facts of irregular methods 
are reported and some of these are 
expected to later be given publicity 
and in the mean time actions are be¬ 
ing undertaken to correct the alleged 
wrong.
